At noon 25 fire-fighters left San 
Bernardino city to relieve those who 
had been: on duty since the middle of 
the forenoon, and at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon the fire was declared 
under control. -It had burned, how- 
ever, within one mile of Glenn Ranch 
and several cabins along Lytle Creek 
were saved with difficulty. Forces 
were working in the canyon to pre- 
vent spread of the flames up the can- 
yon. 

The fire was started by campers, it 
was declared. Those who it is 
claimed were responsible left imme- 
diately, making their way down the 
canyon with another car towing their 
machine, which was out of commis- 
sion. Sheriff W. A. Shay was _ noti- 
fied of their departure and left for 
Lytle Creek, later overtaking a party 
answering the description of those 
declared guilty, at Cucamonga. They 
gave their names as_L, J. Metzler 
and wife, C. J. Shrader and wife 
of Hollywood, and H. Kubly. and 
wife, Los-Angeles. The Kublys were

BODY 13 FOUND 
HANGING ON LIMB 


‘Hanging from the limb of a live 
oak tree in a little foothill’ canyon, 
northeast of Claremont, where he 
had taken his life, probably late Sat- 
urday afternoon, the body of Wm. F.

coasts. Thousands of gateways along 
the Canadian and Mexican borders 
and on the coasts, through which mil- 
lions of gallons of booze pass regu- 
larly, must be protected by a broader 
enforcement plan, if the Volstead act 
is to be enforced with reasonable 
success, prohibition officials declare. 
Government officials will ask Con- 
gress to strengthen the. customs ser- 
vice to check activity by whisky 
smugglers. They also will seek au- 
thority to enlarge the force of “dry” 
agents on the borders. 

Since customs officers were with- 
drawn from border duty, where they 
served for a time, little resistance 
hes been offered to smugglers. “The 
notorious fact that millions in illicit 
Profits are being made by traffic in 
whisky, by fmporters and _ bootleg- 
gers, is well known to the internal 
revenue bureau. The present strength 
of the revenue and dry.law _ person- 
n@ only allows the detail of a small 
numbef of men for border duty. This 
arrangement can not be changed un- 
til Congress grants more funds. The 
attitude of Congress against greater 
appropriations t% well known. There 
is much doubt Congress will alter 
its view, despite the pressure brought 
by prohibition leaders.

FROTECTION OF WILD FOWL 

LTHOUGH legislative measures 
A for the protection ot wild fowl 

have multiplied, and have 
added to the restrictions on hunters, 
these regulations have not been guf- 
ficient to maintain these game birds 
in their former abundance. Regions 
that once were the Summer homes 
of myriads of wild ducks have been 
drained and placed under cultiva- 
tion, and extensive areas where the 
birds at one time bred are now popu- 
lous farming communities. Realiza- 
tion of these facts has led recently 
to the adoption of measures to en- 
courage waterfowl. A number of ex- 
tensive marsh areas have been made 
permanent refuges under the guar- 
dianship of the Department of Agri- 
culture, and many private preserves, 
some formed by artificial means, 
have been established where the 
birds are protected while nesting. 
In addition, in a number of cases, 
rigid local restrictions have been 
placed upon hunters. As a means of 
co-operating in such efforts to main- 
tain and increase the number of 
waterfowl, the biological survey of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture has undertaken investiga- 
tions of the general conditions under 
which wild ducks live and_ thrive, 
coupled with counts of the birds 
found in areas varying in charac- 
ter. During three Summers field 
studies were made dealing with wild 
ducks in the Bear River marshes in 
Utah. During the three seasons de- 
voted to this work 12 species of 
ducks and the Canada goose were 
found breeding in the region included 
in the Bear River marshes, which 
covers an extensive area at the 
northern end of Great Sale-Lake. As 
a conservative estimate, between 25,- 
000 and 30,000 wilk ducks, native to 
the marsh, are to be found there at 
the close of the breeding season. 
That the birds from that section 
range widely after leaving these 
marshes has been shown by records 
of ducks that have been banded and 
released there and subsequently were 
shot elsewhere. Records thus. ob- 
tained show that birds released near 
the mouth «of Bear River in migra- 
tion cover the region from Oklahoma 
to Texas and west to California. |

and Freight as It Proceeds 

Along Line. | 

An American engineer tells of a} 
train that will conveniently stop | 
whenever freight or passengers appear 
by the side of the track. This rail- 
way is to be found in Egypt. The 
train at starting, as seen by the 
American, consisted only of the engine 
and coach, which might have been a 
baggage car with four windows cut 
in it, and a bench placed all around. 
But before it had gone very far the 
traim came upon a couple of trucks 
filled with cane standing on the line 
in the middle of a cane field. These 
were attached to the front of the 
engine, which moved slowly along till | 
they came to another batch. These | 


piled on each side of the line, and 
Arabs rapidly loaded them, while the 
employees took advantage vf the de- 
lay to water the engine. 

This task was performed in the} 
most primitive fashion by two wa- | 
ter carriers, who, having placed a

MANNA IN- THE HOLY LAND | 


ss. ! 
Stills Continues to Fall, as It Did 
When It Nourished the Chil- 
dren of Israei. 








The biblical ‘Story of the feeding of 
the children of Israel upon manna 
from heaven during their wandering 
iu. the wilderness on the way to the 
land of Canaan does not record a mir- 
acle, according to the American con- 
sul at Jerusalem. In an official report 
to the government the consul states 
that manna is found now in the re- 


gions of Upper Mesopotamia and 
Kurdistan, and along the Persian 
frontier. It falls, he says, in the form 


of dew during September, October and 
Noveinber, and lodges upon the leaves 
of ouk trees. It immediately hardens 
and assumes the form of a grain. | 
Early in the morning, before the 
heat of the day, it is gathered by 
sprenading sheets beneath the trees, 
which are shaken, and the manna is 
then collected and stored for winter, 
to be used as a food, or shipped to 
Bagdad for sale In the bazaar. 


The manna falls on other vegeta- 
bles, including grass. but all of it is 
lost ¢xcept that which is gathered 
from the oak leaves. The manna Is 
sweet, and is eaten by the natives as 


a substitute for sugar or honey. The 
consul says it is highly prized for its 
aromatic flavor, 


° Snake-Charmer’s Secret. 

How does the snake-charmer charm? 
asks a writer In the Popular Science 
Monthly. That’s one of the questions 
we've always asked ourselves. -And 
now an English doctor tells us one 
of the secrets, : 

Take the case of the cobra, for 
{nstance. It is a very venomous snake, 
yet the snake-charmer {s not harmed 
when bitten by one. 

The secret Hes in the fact that the 
charmer “milks” the cobra before he 
allows himself to be bitten. He makes 
the cobra bite into a plece of meat, 
thereby expelling two thirds of the 
Poison in Its poftson gland, When the 
charmer allows the snake to bite him 
immediately thereafter, there is not 
enough poison left in the gland to do 
any harm. 

What is the next step? The charmer 
makes the snake bite s fowl while he 
squeezes the remaining drops of 
poison out of the snake’s gland; the 
fow] dies, and the charmer wins the 
confidence of his audience, 





EERE 
Increase in Elk Herd. 


A good increase from the survivors 
of the southern Yellowstone or Jack- 
son Hole elk herd is looked for this year 
by officials of the bureau of biological 
survey of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in view of the 
unusually favorable Winter just past. 
Last year’s rains, it is said, produced 
a plentiful growth of feed on the 
ranges, and as a result the elk are 
reported to be in excellent condition, 
with the prospect of only a normal 
death rate instead of a repetition of 
the mortality of the winter of 1919-20, 
due to lack of forage and a severe 
winter.

TIMEPIECE BUILT TO LAST 


Masterpiece of Colonial Cleckmaker 
Is Treasured as an Heirloom by 
California Family. 

Like many a California resident, a 
very rare example of the skill of the 
colonial clockmakers made two jour- 
néys to the Pacific coast before its | 
residence was permanently estab- 
Ushed. 4 ‘ 
Constructed by Samuel Perry in 
Connecticut in 1784, the clock is one 
of the two earliest specimens of his 
work. Its mate is to be found in a | 
well-known Massachusetts collection. 
In 1814 the peregrinations of the ven- 
erable timepiece commenced when it 
was taken frem Connecticut to Ohio, 
there to remain until 1870, when it 
was taken to California. There it re- 
mained for but two years, only to 
start its journeyings once more to 
seek a New England home. One year 
ago it was taken again to San Fran- 
cisco by a member of the same fam- 
fly In whose possession It has always 

heen. 

The clock is inclosed in a heavy 
mahogany case of simple design, with 
a front inset of brilliantly colored 
ginss in an elaborate landscape de- 
sign, The mechanism of the time- 
piece is made entirely of wood, - 

As the predominant tote of a dis- 
tinctly interesting hallway, the clock 
forms the nucleus of a collection of 
@lental heirlooms that are more than 
passably interesting.—-Exchange. a
